SWITZERLAND RECOVERS ENERGY 

B ern, Switzerland (CHP) — The new Prime Minister 
of Switzerland announced today that the .Swiss 
Confederation has survived the recent energjr 
crisis. All industries and services are back 
to norr.nl. However, he warned that it may- 
be possible that the government would be 
forced to ration during any worsening of the • 
Swiss energy crisis. The recent energy crisis 
just weathered was caused by the traditional 
holiday season and in no way meant or portend 
future successive energy crises. The paper 
shortage was .solved by rationing of paper used 
within the Confederation, and the shortage of 
labor was solved by importation of labor from 
Corsica. The Prime Minister was positive that 
future slowdowns in the Swiss newspaper 
industry would not be caused by any recurrent 
energy problems. In short, he bid farewell 
to the Swiss people and promised that Switzer- 
land, in the future, would manage its own 
affairs more competently. The Prime Minister- , 
was asked what sort of rationing program that 
the government would employ, If forced to 
ration its energy. In reply, the Prime 
Minister stated that he did not know what the , 
final program would be like, but that there 
were basically two alternatives: shorter 
issues or longer deadlines. As for the latter, 
the case may be longer periods between the : 
deadlines for publishing purposes rather than : 
for game purposes. What the government would 
actually do would depend upon any reaccurenee ' 
01 the energy crisis and upon what the people ■ 
wanted.

Rome (April 2nd )-- •Coming out of the Papal 
Chambers, a young lass of quite miraculous 
proportions spoke to waiting reporters thusly: 
"Rumors of His Holiness' capture have been 
quite exaggerated. " Then, smiling beautifully, 
she vanished mysteriously through the corridors 
of The Vatican. 

An hour later, however, all doubt was 
removed when His Holiness made a personal 
appearance in St. Peter's Square. Denouncing 
as preposterous Swiss claims as to the capture 
of His Holy Self and the Holy City he stated 
that "far from capturing Rome, the two Swiss 
tugboats which attempted to steam up the Tiber 
weredestroyed to the last man.

With this In mind, I 
have begun to wage diplomatic war and to 
increase our chances for ending the war with 
Italy. In It ~'y 5 our invasion of Rome has 
failed with remnants of our third wave now 
in the hills in Tuscany, There are contingent 
plans to have another invasion in Tuscany in 
an effort to supply and reinforce our men 
there. It is possible that we will have 
sev -iral divisions from Portugal, On this line, 
we have been talking with Queen Margaret of 
Portugal. With the recent settlement of 
Portugal between France and North Africa, they 
are now able to help us in our war, If the' 
need arises. Meanwhile, discussion is being- 
held with the Southwest Mediterranean Alliance 
(France, North Africa, Portugal, .Sicily. Spain 
and Switzerland) on whether we should help 
with the defense of Sicily, Meanwhile . our 
navy, operating out of Corsica, have bombarded 
Sardinia in the preliminary phase of retaking 
that island. Reports have filtered In that 
our men are still intact in their mountain 
fortress. Also, I have in my hand a report 
that we have Increased our navy to the point 
where combined with the fleets of the other 
members of the Southwest Mediterranean 
Alliance, that we now equal the effective 
Italian naval forces in the area. This will 
ensure our chances for supplying the forces 
in Tuscany and Sardinia as well as the possible 
aid to the allies In Sicily, 

In spite of all this preparation to continue 



the war with Italy, we realize that in the 
long run that the resources of our little 
country — even with the might of, the Alliance, 
will be hard pressed to stand off the Italian . 
Empire. Only their diversion in other wars 
prevent them from defeating us in detail. 
Accordingly, I have begun negotiations for 
a ceasefire and for a peace settlement. Geneva 
has been offered as the site for our peace 
talks, and we are awaiting word from Rome. 

Last, I have just been informed that the 
capture of the Italian Pope was false and due - 
to the overzealous members of the task force 
assigned to capturing the Pope. For this, I 
am glad that we have not done the., idiotic 
thing to capture the Pope. The last thing 
we want is a religious war with Italy. 

Also, I have begun to mend our diplomatic 
relations with the Ottoman- Empire. In the 
event that the war goes bad, we will be needing 
their help in our fight against the 'aggressive 
Italian Empire. The fact that they admit it 
is an Empire -and a growing Empire should 
Indicate to- all that we have a cancerous 
government on our hands. We can only hope 
that the Pope will right things religiously, 
in the Christian way, "
